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Welfare abortions: ‘class war against the poor...

Government funding of elective 


welfare abortions amounts to “‘a 
class war against the poor,’’ asserts 
Dr. Mildred Jefferson, a Boston 
surgeon and president of the 
National Right to Life Committee, 


Inc. 


Meeting last week with the San 
Diego County Right to Life Council 
and. the Pro-Life League, she 
discussed, in a special SC interview, 
the June 20 rulings by the U.S. 
Supreme Court allowing states to 
refuse to make welfare payments for 
elective abortions. 


PRO-ABORTIONISTS who dis- 
agree with the rulings charge that 
the court actions deny poor women 
the same access to ‘“‘safe’’ abortions 
that rich women have. 


“That is a propaganda tactic 
playing on the natural human fears 
of good people who are deeply 
concerned about burgeoning welfare 
roles,’’ Dr. Jefferson said. 


‘‘Welfare abortions do not im- 
prove the economic lot of poor 
people, but they are an effective 
means of getting rid of them,’’ she 
declared. 

DR. JEFFERSON sees the under- 
lying thrust of the pro-abortion 
movement as population control 
based on ‘‘cost-benefit’’ analysis. 


**The reasoning seems to be that 


if.the government spends so much 
for a poor woman’s abortion now, a 
great amount of welfare dollars will 
be saved in the future. 


‘In other words, it is cheaper to 
eliminate the poor than it is to 
improve their lot. That is the. same 
attitude the Nazi doctors had before 
and during World War Il,’’ she 
asserted. 


IT IS THIS reasoning, Dr. 
Jefferson believes, that _ leads 
‘‘social planners, particularly the 
Zero Population Growth and 
Planned Parenthood people, to wage 
their class war’’ against the poor. 


Though not the ultimate solution, 
she said, the recent Supreme Court 
rulings are: a step in the right 
direction because they ‘‘remove the 
court from being a super-legisla- 
ture’’ where life issues are involved, 
and it gives poor people ‘‘a strong 
defense’’ in the class war. 

Pro-abortionists, Dr. Jefferson 
noted, will also argue that ‘‘no one is 
forced to have an abortion.’’? And 
that is ‘‘simply not true,’ she 
insists. 


“COUNTLESS TEENAGE girls 


are dragged, against their will, to 
abortionists by the fathers of the 
children or the girls’ families. 


_ “*Many poor women are driven to 
abortionists by pressure from 
others. And often these women are

..What Reagan said 


Pro-abortionists arguing against 
cutting off funding for welfare 
abortions show ‘‘a very subtle form 
of racism,’’ according to former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


In his July 15 syndicated column 
the governor discussed the recent 
Supreme Court rulings allowing 
states to refuse to pay for elective 
welfare abortions and efforts by U.S. 
Rep. Henry Hyde of Illinois to halt 
Medicaid funding of abortions. He 
wrote: 


‘¢.,..A CLEAR THREAT of argu- 
mentation emerges on the pro-abor- 
tion side. It goes this way: these 
measures will only hurt (read 
‘black’) women by cutting off public 
funds. 


“The affluent will still pay for 
abortions and the poor will be forced 
to go to back alley abortion mills to 
get rid of babies they neither want 
nor can afford.’’ 


BLASTING the pro-abortion 
ranks, the governor continued: 
‘‘When the civil liberties rhetoric is 
peeled away, there is a hard nut of 
racism embedded in the logic of this

largely white liberal movement’s 
argument. 


‘‘That is that poor (and black) 
people have not the brains, the will 
or the morals to be anything but 
promiscuous so we must watch over 
them by aborting their babies every 
season.”’

‘declared. 


She concedes that an unwanted 
pregnancy can be an economic 
hardship for poor women, but adds 


that ‘‘abortion is not the only 
alternative’ for women in_ this 
situation. 


“MANY PRIVATE organizations 
(Such as the San Diego County 
Pro-Life League) are eager to 
provide any pregnant woman with 
charitable support and services not 
only during but after her preg- 
nancy,’ Dr. Jefferson said. 


And she added that despite the 


Supreme Court rulings, the federal 
government is still in the business of 
paying for Medicaid abortions, 
noting that ‘‘Planned Parenthood 
alone has received $65 million in 
federal funds’’ for support of its 
abortion clinics and referral ser- 
vices. 


Dr. Jefferson said the government 
should grant equal funds to “‘life 
support centers that can help poor 
women and their families’’ ease the 
economic strain of unwanted preg- 
nancies.

..what Carter said 


Firmly opposed to the principal of 
welfare abortions, President Jimmy 
Carter made his views clear in a July 
12 press conference. 


He said the government ‘‘should 
not finance abortions except where 
the woman’s life is threatened, or 
when the pregnancy was a result of 
rape or incest. 


“IN MY OPINION the federal 
government being willing to finance 
abortions as it has been in recent 
months is an encouragement to 
abortion and its acceptance as a 
routine contraceptive means.”’ 


Challenged on the ‘‘fairness to 
poor women’”’ of eliminating elective 
welfare abortions, President Carter 
said: 

“AS YOU KNOW, there are many 
things in life that are not fair, that 
wealthy people can afford and poor 
people cannot. 


‘But, I do not believe that the 
federal government should take

action to try to make these 
opportunities exactly equal, par- 
ticularly when there is a moral factor 
involved.”’

A time to keep

The pastor and the parishioners 


At a time of the year when parishes throughout 
the country experience the hails and farewells 
caused by changes in parish priests, a story out of 
Long Island is perhaps pertinent. It concerns the 
parish of St. Isadore and the changes in the church 
structure ordained -by a new pastor. 


The church, which stands in a rural area to the 
east of the island, was built by the Polish Catholics 
who settled there. It stands today as a quaint, 
shingled edifice, a product of their physical labors, 
their monument to God. 


But’a new pastor, without too much consultation 


evidently; went ahead and started renovating the. 


old building by replacing wood shingles with 
aluminium siding, installing air conditioning and 
other modren improvements. The parishioners 
voiced their objections, but evidently to no avail. 
The pastor proceeded with his plans, exercising his 
pastoral authority. 


Bishop called in 


So the people of St. Isadore parish appealed to 
their bishop, who eventually issued a letter saying 


the work should continue as it would be a ‘‘sinful 


waste’’ to stop what had been started. He appealed 
to the parishioners to accept his ruling in a spirit of 
obedience. 


Now, | understand, the parishioners have written 
to Pope Paul VI himself, recounting their 
unhappiness over the whole affair, pointing out that 
the church came from their ‘‘tired and aching 
backs, our tired legs, our sweat, our toil.’’ And they. 
await word from Rome. 


Catch 22 situation 


There’s the problem. If Rome decides to back the 
authority of the bishop it would look like a slap in 
the face for the ordinary ‘‘people of God’’ so much 
promoted by Vatican II. If the Pope comes down on 
the side of the parishioners, it will affect the 
authority of the local shepherd. 


In a way it is symptomatic of concern among laity ° 


that the authority of pastors should be exercised in 


increased consultation with their flock. No doubt ~ 


the pastor of St. Isadore felt his changes were in the 


best interests of the church generally.

Those X-rated ads 


If the New York Times can do it, so might the San 
Diego papers follow. The NYT has recently set new 
rules controlling the movies ads in the ‘‘adult’’ or 
X-rated category. Only titles and showing times will 
in future be printed. And if the title is offensive, it 
will be deleted.

Let’s hope the newspapers of the cities in this 
diocese may follow suit. 


Anti-Catholic propaganda 

Some readers who watched preacher Howard C. 
Estep on television on Sunday nights sent for his 
literature. Back came a collection of some 36 
booklets written by the ‘‘author, minister and Bible 
teacher’ of Colton. And among them are several 
which are simply blatant attacks on Roman 
Catholicism. 


Father Peter Luque, .pastor of San Salvador~ 


parish, Colton, told me that Howard Estep is a local 

- minister who declines every: invitation to join the 
local ministerial association. He has a 450-seat 
auditorium in Colton which evidently houses a 
thriving community of followers. But it really is 
unfortunate that in this day and age we have to 
suffer such unwarranted and scurrilous attacks 
such as those by Estep. 


A quote from Estep’s booklet on Babylon (the - 


Catholic Church): ‘’You will find that many of the 
practices of the Roman Catholic Church ritual were 
a part of the original Babylonia Cult—a heathen, 
ungodly cult! 


‘‘The Roman Catholic Church observes. Lent, 
Holy Week, Black Friday, Ash Wednesday, Shrove 
Tuesday, and Easter. Why do they keep these days 
and observe these times and seasons? 


‘The. Roman Catholics fill their churches with 
images. When a member enters the church, he 
bows his knees in front of the image of Mary and 
makes the Sign of-the Cross~-’’

The social action and _ spiritual 
urgency the idea has spurred needed, 
it seemed, to be renewed.

TIMES GOES on, life goes on, but 
the imperative remains. Whether it 
sounds cliche to us or not, it is still the 
purpose of life to build the Kingdom 
of God on earth—and first and always 
in ourselves. 


The Kingdom is not of this world, 
but it must be built in this world. And 


this demands more than familiarity . 


with the challenge and acceptance of 
it. It requires constant definition and 
redefinition. It requires constant 
self-commitment and re-commitment. 

It helps, | think, to read’ the Acts of 


the Apostles and Paul’s letters to see 
how they handled the realization that 


the preparing of the Kingdom for the 
-return of Jesus would be a long and 


weary process. 


THEIR URGENT sense of mission 
to be accomplished before the end 
would come had to be reinforced and 
reaffirmed, just as our own. ‘‘All has 


been already accomplished, yes, but 
all has still to be accomplished 
gradually by means of partnership in 
Jesus between God and men’’: one 
commentator explains. 


This is the mission of the Chucch, of 
course, the ground on which the 
Kingdom must grow. But it is also the 
mission of all mankind. And because 
of its universal nature, it asks us to 
renounce all privilege and primacy of 
self. It reminds us, too, because we 
desperately need to be reminded, that 


every action we take, every affirma- 


tive, every negative, either con- 
tributes to or obstructs the building of 
the Kingdom. 


Each decision for good—each 


decision for God—that we make, adds ~ 


to the deposit of good here and now, 
but also eternally. Karl 
explains this idea most beautifuliy 
when he speak: cf human life as an 
externa! event wiiich, when it “‘sinks 
into the darkness of past nothingness, 
gives birth to something eternal.’’ 
THE GOOD and evil we do are 
‘timeless realities’’—an eternal de- 
posit. It is, he says, as though the 
““waves of time break silently against 


Rahner — 


the shores of eternity in their constant 
ebb and flow, and as though every 


wave, every moment, every deed, — 


leaves behind that part of itself which 
is eternal.’’ 


It is the goodness or evil that is 
eternal, the ‘‘eternal elements in the 
things of time.’’ That is how we build 


up the Kingdom of God. Not by 


dramatic, once-upon-a-time gestures, 
but in the gradual piling up of ‘a 
deposit of good, the residue of every 
moment of our lives. 


Building the Kingdom, we are 
confronted 
choice. Our decision for Christ is no 
one-time thing but subject to renewal 
every day of our lives and countless 
times during the day. But as 
inexorably as the waves cover the 


_rocks of the seashore with sand, it can 


shape the foundations and form 
our eternal life. . 


When our lives are ended, what 
Father Rahner calls ‘the waters of 
transitoriness’ drain .away, leaving 
only the shape of eternal life as we’ 
have built it—as it has been lived for 
and in the Kingdom of God.

Twelve did mission work 

It is my opinion that there is a definite 
error in the article.by Father John Castelot 
(SC, June 2) where he states, ‘‘James seems 
to have enjoyed special prestige among the 
leaders of the Jerusalem community because 
he was a relative of Jesus, but he was not 
one of the Twelve.’’ 


The James he speaks of is no doubt James 
the Less(er) and of course he was one of the 
twelve Apostles, as was James the Greater. 


The gospels of Matthew, Mark and Luke 
also mention James, as one of the twelve 
Apostles selected by Jesus. Tradition also 
states in the lives of the Apostles that James 
the Less became the first bishop of 
Jerusalem, and was martyred about the year 
62 A.D. 


Father Castelot further states, ‘‘Of their 
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individual activity we know next to nothing. 
Peter is the only one who made pastoral 
visitations outside of Jerusalem.’’ 


This may be correct when the - word 
‘pastoral’ applies, but in the Lives of the 
Saints, published by the Catholic Book 
Publishing Co., at least nine of the original 
twelve Apostles made missionary trips to 
various countries. 


The list states that Jamés the Greater 
preached in Spain, St. Philip preached in 
Asia Minor in the part called Phrygia, St. 
Bartholomew, according to Eusebius, 
preached in barbarous countries of the East, 
as far as India and even in Great Armenia. 


St. Thomas was sent to evangelize the 
Parthians, Medes, and Persians and 
ultimately reached India and the Malabar 
Coast. : 


I realize these and other missionary trips 
are not mentioned in the New Testament, 
but a great deal of tradition does not appear 
in the Bible, but a study of the lives of the 
saints, especially the twelve Apostles should 
not be too difficult to document basically.

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What is Evil? 


The Holy Spirit came to 
prove us wrong about sin 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The problem of evil has plagued people 
ever since they began to reflect on the 
human situation. Evil is terrifying; it has to 
be controlled, and the first step is to try to 
understand it. What is its origin? How does 
it operate? All sorts of answers have been 
given, but the mystery remains. 


In Mesopotamia (Assyria-Babylonia), 
which exerted such a powerful influence on 
Israelite culture, the answer was sought in 
the activity of an almost limitless army of 
demons, created by the primeval godness 
Tiamat to fight for her against a rival god. 
They attacked humans in every area of 
existence; there were even specific demons 
for different parts of the body. 


ONE ESPECIALLY gruesome monster 
harassed pregnant and nursing women. It 
had a lion’s head, a woman’s body, dog’s 
teeth, eagle’s claws. The far-reaching 
effects of these pagan superstitions is 

. evidenced by the fact that representations of 
demons in the Christian art of the Middle 
Ages were based on Mesopotamian models. 


The Old Testament rejected this supersti- 
tion. The Mosaic Law strictly forbade magic 


and witchcraft and so ruled out any sort of 
demonology. The author of the Temptation 
story offers an explanation of the origin of 
moral evil and its consequences in human 
history. But he attempts no explanation for 
the origin of evil itself. 

He simply presumes the prior existence of 
an evil force which seduces the first humans, 
and pictures that force under the symbol of a 
serpent. But that’s as far as he goes, and 
throughout the whole Old Testament there is 
hardly any mention of evil spirits or of one 
chief evil spirit, ruler of the realm of evil. 


THE LATE Book of Wisdom, heavily 
influenced by Greek culture, identifies the 
serpent of Genesis with ‘‘the devil,’’ but 
between Genesis and Wisdom there was a 
long development in popular Jewish 
thought. 

Notice well: “‘popular’’ Jewish thought, 
not official biblical teaching. ‘“‘Satan’’ makes 
a rather tentative appearance in a few late, 
post-exilic biblical books. Significantly, 
however, during the exile the Jews had been 
in intimate contact with Babylonian my- 
thology, and after the exile they were 
satellites of Persia. 3 

The Persians had developed an exag- 
gerated dualism which viewed reality as 


ruled by two supreme principles, one good 
and the other evil, in eternal conflict, each 
served by an army of lesser spirits. The 
monotheistic Jews could not accept this as it 
stood, but they seem to have accepted the 
existence of a dominant evil spirit, in some 
way under God’s control. 


IN 2 SAMUEL, Yahweh is said to have 
incited David to take a census which, in turn, 
brought about a plague (2 Samuel 24). In the 
post-exilic book of Chronicles, it is “‘Satan’’ 
who is responsible (1 Chronicles 21:1). 


Once again, in the fictional prologue to the 
Book of Job, Satan appears as a sort of 
prosecuting attorney, accusing men before 
the heavenly court and obtaining permission 
to harass them. The whole scene is obviously 
folkloric and reflects popular speculation of 
the period. 


A common noun in Hebrew, Satan 
(adversary) has now become a proper name 
to designate evil personified. And as far as 
the Old Testament is concerned, that’s about 
it. 


BUT WHERE did all the details about 
Satan and devils and fallen angels come 
from? Not from the Bible, but from late, 
popular Jewish speculation, heavily in- 
fluenced by pagan myth and superstition, 
and expressed in apocryphal writings, 
especially of the highly imaginative apoca- 
lyptic type. 

And there was an abundance of this 
literature from the second century B.C. 
Through the second century A.D. It is sadly 
true that popular theological speculation, 
sometimes wildly imaginative and often 
bordering on superstition, seems to hold 
greater fascination for people than the truth 
which God has revealed in so many authentic 
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ways. But so it is, even today. 


In tracing Satan’s ‘‘Roots,’’ we are led 
back to the mythology of Mesopotamia, the 
demonology of Persia, and some later Greek 


influences. These captured the popular — 


imagination of the Jews and became a fixed 
part of their view of the universe. 


THIS SAME world-view is reflected in the 
New Testament. Jesus, Paul, and all the 
others did not live in a cultural vacuum. 
Their world-view was that of their 
contemporaries and, as a result, we find 
many references in the New Testament 
books to Satan, the prince of this world. 


Jesus did come to conquer evil, and if in 
his culture evil was popularly personified, 
then his conquest of sin and evil was 
expressed in terms of victory over ‘‘Satan’’. 
In preparing his apostles for his departure 
from this world, he told them, 


“*...it is much better for you that I go. If I 
fail to go, the Paraclete will never come to 
you, whereas if I go, I will send him to you. 
When he comes, he will prove the world 
wrong about. sin, about justice, about 
condemnation. 


“*About sin—in that they refuse to believe 
in me; about justice—from the fact that I go 
to the Father and you can see me no more, 
about condemnation—for the prince of this 
world has been condemned. I have much 
more to tell you, but you cannot hear it now. 
When he comes, however, being the Spirit of 
truth he will guide you to all truth’? (John 
16:7-13). 

The essential, saving message of Jesus 
was uniquely new. Rather than to reveal the 
kingdom of a mythical Satan, Jesus came to 
reveal and inaugurate the Kingdom of God 
and his saving love.

Who Made You Do It? 


What's behind interest in 
the occult and demons?

It has been said in recent times that 
scientific minds will not put up with the idea 
of the existence of the devil. The idea of the 
devil belongs more to the superstitious 
mentality of the pre-industrial age. Liber- 
ated now from chains of ignorance that 
dominated the dark ages, we are freed from 
such nonsense. 


Even some biblical studies appeared to 
concur. Bright analyses of the way in which 
the idea of the devil grew in biblical times 
led some Bible scholars to conclude that 
there is no basis in the Bible for belief in the 
devil. 


THEN AN INTERESTING phenomenon 
occurred. The film ‘“‘Exorcist’’ hit the 
contemporary consciousness. It was boffo 
box office and. literally laid them in the 
aisles. Bright young minds all the way from 
ivy league to Berkeley found. themselves 


devastated by this garish presentation of - 


devil possession. 


They kept telling themselves they didn’t 
believe in this. It was supposed to have gone 
the way of Santa Claus and ghosts. Despite 
all sophisticated protestations and the 
dogmas of their secularist teachers, they 
found themselves affected in spite of 
themselves. 


Psychological interpreters rushed in 
quickly lest this new barabarism be allowed 
to convince anyone even in the slightest that 
the devil existed. The secular gurus assured 
their nervous clients that this was a freak 
show (they were right) and that it 
unfortunately touched some _ primordial 
drives that modern education had learned to 
cope with and dismiss as unsafe and harmful 
emotions. This was nothing more than an 
induced nightmare. 


THEN THEY HAD to strike ‘‘Rosemary’s

‘‘Omen’’ and make appeals to good sense. 
No matter what they have tried, they have 
not stemmed the tide of interest in the 
preter-natural and the occult which swept 
through the ranks of computer program- 
mers, space age addicts and transistorized 


_ mentalities. 


Now actually the secular critics have been 
right to expose the exploitation so evident in 
much of the Satan cult wherever it emerged. 
They smell superstition and are correct in 
trying to get rid of it. The whole experience 
however raises yet another question, 
namely, the existence of the devil. 

No one will argue that there is a greater 
need to awaken people to a consciousness of 
moral evil and the need for salvation from it. 
That is clearly the superior assignment. And 
any attempt here to reassert the reality of 
the devil by no means wishes to deter the 
prior task of pondering the reality of evil. 


THERE SEEMS to be no question but that 
the Bible and subsequent Christian tradition 
speaks of the reality of the devil. He seems 
to be a personification of evil and a tempter. 

Recent biblical criticism suggests that the 
slow and fairly confused expression about 
the reality of the devil leaves the reader 
today wondering how real the devil is and 
whether the biblical- material is speaking 
symbolically. At the same time, it must be 
said that the assertions of the biblical 
scholars are sometimes as ambiguous as the 
diabolical person whose existence they 
question. 


Church practice to this day still allows for 
exorcism. If so, what or who is being 
exorcised? Presumably the devil. What must 
be kept in mind is that affirming the reality 
of the devil must not be attached to magical 
forms of religion, or new appearance or 
superstition, or used to frighten unstable 
persons—and certainly not used to scare 
children into being good. 


FURTHERMORE, one should not so think 
of the reality of the devil that is absolves one 
from personal responsibility for evil. Lastly, 
let it be remembered that humans seem 
quite capable of the most monstrous evil 
with no apparent help from the devil. One 
need only think of the death camps in World 
War II. Humans have been sufficiently 
malicious with our without the devil’s help. 


What this all boils down to is that the 
reality of the devil should play a minor part 
at most in pondering the questions of 
morality and evil. Personal moral respon- 
sibility requires far more attention, and 
growth in moral thinking is the greater need. 
Furthermore, ‘we must be resolute in 
rejecting any attempt to convert religion into 
a horror show full of scares and frights and 
superstitions. 


C.S. Lewis in his work ‘‘Screwtape 
Letters’’ did perhaps the best job on the 
devil and his relationship to religion. Lewis 
tallied our self delusions and pride and 
showed us we have personally much to do 
achieve to a decent ethical life.

What control do we 


have over the evil we do

In the Scriptures, traditional plays, 
stories, Christian art, and the lives and 
visions of the saints, the devil plays a 
prominent role. Both the Scriptures and the 
official teachings give all sorts of advice as to 
how to deal with the devil. They assume that 
we have noticed there is an evil force (devil). 


But the Church is concerned that we not 
try to blame the devil for our personal sins 
and that we not think of the devil as the 
counterpart or sparring partner of God. In 
fact the Scripture and the Church teaching 
attempt to place evil in a proper perspective. 


THE BELIEF the Church is at pains to 
shrink down from exaggerated proportions is 
the belief that there is a source of evil, 
destruction and confusion that precedes 
anything human persons have done, and 
that makes it all much more difficult for us in 
this world. Most people would really 
like to blame all sin and failure on something 
for which they cannot be held responsible. 


It is in response to this tendency that the 
Church insists that what we call Satan (i.e. 
adversary) or the devil, cannot deprive us of 
moral freedom and responsibility (i.e. can 
not force us to sin). In response to such 
thinking, also, the Church likewise insists 
that the devil is not uncreated and is not like 
to God in power to create and sustain, but is 
in the first place created and dependent 
upon: God, though evidently in a state of 
disruption and confusion and opposition to 
Divine ways. 


Before the Church existed, there had 
already been a struggle going on in Israel, of 
which we have some records in the 
Scriptures. In ancient times, belief in great 
superhuman destructive forces was quite 
general. 


IN FACT the peoples surrounding the 
Jews, were in fear and awe of many gods, 
some of whom were capricious and 
threatened all order and control and peace in 
the world. It was the constant task of the 
leaders of Israel and of the prophets to try to 
shrink these gods down into common

demons in the minds of their own people. 


The testimonies we have from those times 
do not offer us any definition of demons (or 
devils). We do know that they were seen as 
subject to the power of God, though in. 
rebellion, and that prophets continued to 
proclaim that God in his own good time 
would vanquish them. 


In the New Testament the demons are 
blamed for sicknesses, both physical and 
psychological, and for tempting Jesus and 
others. They are not blamed for any sin 
committed by human persons. 


JESUS IS shown as the mighty conqueror 
over them when he cures physically sick and 
maimed and mentally deranged people, and 
when he dismisses the temptations pre- 
sented to him in his desert fast, and most of 
all in his death and resurrection. 


This is seen as the great conquest, 
because sin is seen as making people slaves 
of ‘‘the evil one’’ inasmuch as sin traps 
people. into situations where the easiest 
thing to do is to go on deeper and deeper into 
dishonesty, cruelty, selfishness, violence 
and so on. 


The questions many Catholics today want 
to ask are: What exactly is the devil, and 
must we believe in a personal devil? But the 
Church is really not too interested in 
answering these questions. The focus of 
official teaching has been as above. 


THE CHURCH took. over pre-Christian 
ways. of speaking about the source of evil 
that is pre-human and super-human, just 
because nothing more penetrating has in 
fact been revealed to us, and the language of 
Satan and the demons was quite a good way 
of describing and interpreting our experi- 
ence. 


If we take a survey of all the Church’s 
official teaching in the course of -20 
centuries, it becomes clear that the Church 
is not concerned to promote belief in a 
“personal devil’’ but rather to scale down 
existing beliefs, so that they do not 
contradict the power and mercy of God and 
the freedom and of human persons.

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Ministry institute at USD 
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Spirituality, not ordination, stressed for women

The most significant aspect of the Women in 
Ministry’ Institute held at the University of San 
Diego recently was not that ordination of women was 
one of the topics discussed but that it was so little 
discussed. 


Although all four team members of the ne 
conference believe that women will some day be 
ordained to the priesthood, talks stressed the 
spiritual nature of ministry and the distinction 
between ordained ministry and clericalism. 


“(THE CHURCH is in greater need of new forms 
of spirituality than of structural reform,’’ according 
to Sister Margaret Brennan, leader of the team of 
Religious of the Congregation of Sisters; Servants of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary from Monroe, Mich., 
who conducted the institute. 


“The call to spirituality is to all Christians,’ she 
said. ‘‘There is no guarantee that higher spirituality

or deeper, more profound experience of Jesus 
belongs in any one style of vocational life in the 
Church.’’ 


The Christian obligation to minister is not tied into 
cultic ministry, she added. ‘‘Often in the past, lay 
persons used to feel that if you really wanted to be a 
spiritual or holy person, you would enter the 
priesthood or religious life.’” Because of. this 
attitude, the experience of prayer in the life of the 
laity was never ‘‘really validated,’’ she said. 


REMINDING THE 107 persons—including about 
25 lay women and two priests—who attended the 
institute, that the Second Vatican Council called all 
Christians to the same holiness, Sister Brennan said 
the Church no longer speaks of ‘’states of 
perfection’’ nor ways of guaranteeing ‘‘higher’’ 
holiness. 


‘It is still to my own humiliation and shame,’’ she 
confessed, ‘‘that when this statement first appeared 
in the council documents, it was so upsetting to a 
number of Religious who: felt somehow that if all

persons were called to the same holiness—what did 
that say about their own life?’ 


Sister Brennan, who, with two other members of 
the team, holds a doctorate in sacred theology, made 
a plea for some signs of formal awarness of the 
ministry of women by the clergy and hierarchy. 


“THERE IS A need for an official statement on 
the present position of women in the Church ‘in 
general and with regard to specific ministries,’ ’ she 
said. ‘‘We need to de-mythologize the “token 
woman’ syndrome. Too much emphasis is still being 
placed on the ‘first ever’ woman appointed to a 
certain role or function, or to the ‘only woman’ 
serving in some capacity.’’ 


Speaking of ministry as the development of 
personal spirituality, Sister Mary Ellen Sheehan, 
another member of the team, traced the roots of 
ministry in the. life of Jesus. 


“Ministry is an expression of the deeper sense of 
mission and mission is the awareness of the need to 
proclaim the gospel in words, preaching, in action, 
giving and receiving. Any woman entering ministry 
must be prepared. for that kind of service.’ 


CLUES FOR direction today can be found in 
history and in theological reflection on the historical 
situation of women, she added. From the earliest 
days of the Church, women have been part of the 
official organizational structure of the Church and 
for the first 600 years practiced a ministry that was 
perceived, at least to some extent, as sacramental, 


The question posed by Sister Brennan was

whether the vocation of women might be to a 
ministry outside clericalism, with widened and 
deepened roles in a variety of fields. She anticipated 
many changes would have to be made prior to any 
ordination of women to priesthood, possibly 
including a rethinking of the totter model of the 
priesthood itself. 


CALLING FOR an “‘un- ne of eaneee 
ideas of spirituality, Sister Brennan believes that we 
need to ‘‘re-learn the spirituality of Jesus, which is 
creative, centered in our world and incarnational— 
the spirituality of Jesus for whom to be spiritual 
meant to be fully alive. It is a very positive 
approach.’’ 


Sister Carol Quigley who, with Sister Juliana 
Casey, completed the faculty of the institute, 
commented on the tendency to perceive ministry as 
mainly liturgical and sacramental and referred to 
evangelization as the ‘‘only ministry.’’ 


‘1 would not mean to suggest that one ministry is 
superior to another,’’ she explained. ‘That would be 
as foolish as saying that one spiritual gift is superior 
to another.’’ Evangelization is related to the mission 
of Jesus, to proclaim the Kingdom and bring the 
world to reconciliation, she added. 


SHE FELT STRONGLY that the liturgy—the 
ministry of celebration—has been strengthened by 
the re-birth of the movement of evangelization since 
the Vatican Council. 


On the subject of the scriptural foundations of 
ministry, Sister Casey suggested that it is important 
to have some knowledge of- the historical 
development of the Church to understand the 
growth and value of its organizational structure, and 
the stability this lends to the Church. She pointed 
out that the Church has always retained authentic 
ministry despite the changes of the years. 


In the final sessions, Sister Brennan warned of the 
loneliness inherent in real commitment. Presenting 
loneliness as a positive rather than negative element 
in the growth towards individuality, freedom and 
commitment, she noted that to want to eliminate it 
entirely would be to deny our human condition. 


SELF-ACCEPTANCE and. self-knowledge are 
indispensable in ministry, she continued. ‘‘To say 
‘yes’ to myself is to say ‘yes’ to God—but it is a daily 
struggle to accept our limitations. The moment of 
self-acceptance is the moment of faith.’’ 


“Because faith is an openness to a gift constantly 
realized, | cannot rest on the level of the answers | 
have now. Faith is to live not only with what | have 
today, but what | am called to be tomorrow.’’ 


_ The institute, sponsored by the University of San’ 
Diego, was the first on ‘‘Women in Ministry’ 


offered on a national level. It attracted participants — 


from across the country, including Sister Helen 
Flaherty, a Sister of Charity from the Denver diocese 
who is the first woman Vicar for Religious in the 
United States.

‘abortion is not genocide,’’ she declared. ‘‘It 


is national suicide. No nation can survive if it 


does not have new people to replace the ones © 


who are now here. No nation can afford to 
lose one and half million babies a year to 
abortion.”’ 


‘Another pro-abortionist tactic is to assert 
that the battle for a human life amendment 
is being waged only by the U.S. bishops, 
claims Dr. Jefferson, the daughter of a 
Methodist minister. 


They use such charges ‘“‘to drive a wedge 
of division’ into the religious support for the 
right to life. ‘‘Catholics are by no means 
carrying on the fight alone,’’ she said. 


SHE POINTED OUT that among the 8 to 
11 million people affiliated with the National 
Right to Life Committee, ‘‘all religious 
denominations are represented.”’ 


The ultimate goal of most pro-life groups 
is to see ratified an amendment to the 
‘Constitution that would halt abortion on 


demand and restore the right to life in this’ 


country. 


Currently pro-life ranks are split over the - 


advisability of pressing state legislatures for 
resolutions asking the U.S. Congress to call 
‘a constitutional convention to draft a human 
life amendment. 


Dr. Jefferson is firm in her opposition to 
the call for a convention. ‘‘Many of those 
calling for a convention,’’ she thinks, 
“‘believe that it is a means of bypassing 


_ Congress. 


“THAT ISN’T TRUE. Congress controls 
every. stage of the convention process. 
Instead of serving as a short cut to an 
amendment, the convention approach actu- 
ally adds steps that would lengthen the 
amendment process,’’ she insists. 


Equally false in her view is the notion that - 


‘as more and more states call for a convention 
on a human life amendment, Congress will 
be. pressured into acting on its own. 
Thirty-four states must pass resolutions to 


. force Congress to call “a ‘convention. 
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‘Class war against poor’ 


Dr. Jefferson: noted that groups who 
would restore prayer in the schools by an 
amendment have succeeded in passing 
resolutions in 33 states. ‘‘For many years 
they have tried to get the necessary 34th 


' State and Congress still hasn’t acted,’’ she 


said. 


‘‘Now,’’ she said, ‘‘we have developed a 
strong relationship with Congress and are 
focusing pro-life efforts from across the 
nation on Washington. 


“EFFORTS TO CALL a_ convention 
decentralize our thrust, aiming it back 
toward the’states and weaken our position,”’ 
Dr. Jefferson believes. 


She also insists that the pro-life effort 
must focus solely on restoring respect for life 


‘in the U.S. ‘‘Achieving legal protection for 


unborn children is‘a hard battle requiring al! 
our energies. We cannot afford to dilute our 
efforts. 


“And, practically, we must restore th 
right to life, build a legal wall again 
abortion, before we can tackle other issues,’ 
she said. 2 


THEN THERE IS the fact that whi! 
pro-life groups are united in their efforts fo: 
a human life amendment to protect the 
unborn, they may disagree in other areas 
she explained. : 


‘Capital punishment, for instance, is a 
divisive issue that could rip the pro-life 
movement apart and destroy our work for 
the unborn,’’ she said.

Bishop Bernard Law of 
Springfield-Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., told the gathering, 
“We must be ministers of 
divine discontent...we must 
be at the capacity to receive 
and point to a better world 
order.

He ‘clowns around’ in his ministry 


calls a 


By Cliff Foster 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The Rev. Bill 
Peckham is one clown who is nobody’s fool. 


Underneath the red rubber nose, orange 
hair and rainbow colored greasepaint of Rev. 
Peckham’s, Joey the Clown is a “‘theologi- 
cally orthodox’’ Methodist minister who 
believes that spreading Christianity begins 
with a good laugh. 


“PM NOT going out buttonholing people 
saying, ‘Brother are you saved,’’ said Rev. 
Peckham, the associate pastor of the First 
United Methodist church in Springfield, Ill. 
‘If we Christians possess the truest sense of 
joy, then why turn everybody off?”’ 


The minister turns them on as Joey the 
clown, an alter-ego conceived as a publicity 
stunt for the 1973 homecoming celebration 
in Elkhart, Ill., where he was assigned. 


Since then, Rev. Peckham has organized 
and promoted a nationwide community 
service effort called the Holy Fools, using 
teenage clowns to soft-sell what the minister 


“theology of Christian presence.’’ 


‘‘THE HOLY FOOLS do not preach. They 
do not pamphleeter. It is enough that they 
share and care in the name of Christ,’’ he 
said. 

An advocate of one-to-one ministry, Rev. 
Peckham has helped organize more than 20 
Holy Fool troupes in 35 states, each with 
essentially the same purpose: To bring a 
ministry of caring’ ahd joy to persons in 
hospitals, nursing homes, mental health 
facilities and the like. 


‘*Clowning for me is no game. For me it is 
a ministry. I see actual help for people,’’ he 
said. 


“FOR INSTANCE,”’ he related, ‘‘I was 
speaking at a church dinner recently and a 
young fellow came up and said, ‘My dad 
spent nine months of the last year of his life 
in a hospital bed. The only time in the nine 
months that I-ever saw him smile was the 
afternoon you and your clowns walked in.’ 


‘For me, that makes it right.”’

A look at books 


ORESTES A. BROWNSON by Father 
Thomas R. Ryan, CPPS Huntington, IN, Our 
Sunday Visitor Press. 872 pages, $29.95. 


At the same time that the convert John 
Henry Newman was bringing new life to the 
Church in Great Britain, convert Orestes 
Augustus Brownson was stirring up the life 
of the Church in America. 


As native an American as anyone could 
possibly demand of a white man, his 
conversion to Catholicism shook the WASP 
mentality of mid 19th century America. Born 
in 1803, he grew up in New England and 


became an intense intellectual. He was a 
talented editor and lecturer by the time of 
his conversion in 1844. 


He wrote that he had one principle and 
one only to which he was always true: ‘‘that 
of following my honest convictions witherso- 
ever they might lead.’’ It led him to the 
world of Issac Hecker, Cardinal Newman 
and the great pioneering bishops: of the 
United States.
